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SULZER SWEARS 
HE FOUND GRAFT 
TRAIL EVERYWHERE 


Says Murphy Told Him “Like 
Hell You Are Governor,”’ 
When He “Butted In.”’ 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Willjam Sul- 


zer’s story of “graft, graft, graft every- 
where,” as sketched by him at the John 
Doe inquiry yesterday, assumed more 
importance today. Having sworr. yes- 
terday that United States Senator 
O’Gorman described James E. Gaffney 
as “Murphy’s chief bagman,’’ who tried 
to “hold up my friend Stewart for 
$100,000," the former Governor was in- 
vited to go over these charges in more 
detail before the grand jury. Later it 
was thought euestad O’Gorman might 
be called. 

The Stewart mentioned is James 
Stewart, a State highway contractor. 
Gaffney is a prominent politician, con- 
tractor and business associate of the 
leader of Tammany Hall. 

On the stand Sulzer testified Senator 
O’Gorman had said to him: 

“Don’t you know Gaffney is the man 
that held up my client, James E. Stew- 
art, for more than $100,000, and. he 
could have gotten away with it if Stew- 
art had not come to me. I went to 
Murphy and read the riot act, telling 
him I would not stand for that kind of 
politics.’ 

Sulzer reviewed the clash with Mur- 
phy, which led to his (Sulzer’s) im- 
peachment, describing Murphy’s alleged 
threats to wreck his administration if 
Gaffney were not appointed State Com- 
missioner of Highways. 


Murphy Threatened tv “Get Him.” 


Sulder testified under oath that when 
he resented Tammany domination: ani 
reminded Murphy he iiktended to be his 
own Governor the “‘Chid® retorted: 
“Like hell you will! I'll see where 
you'll end up, damned quick!’’ 

He said he had declined to mezke: the 
Gaffney appointment after a vonference 
in Washington with United States Sen- 
ator James A. O’Gorman. 

Sulzer’s testimony was his first sworn 
Statement of charges he has made 
against Murphy, and in many particu- 
lars he added to and elaborated them. 
Sulzer was called to expiain why, as 
Governor-elect, he had sent a telegrain 
to the State -Canal Board requesting it 
to defer action in the matter of a $3.- 


1000,000 canal contract upon which Stew- 


art was the lowest bidder. 

Stewart, who failed to get the con- 
tract, ‘testified at a previous hearing 
that a man named Gaffney had asked 
him for a contribution of 5 per cent of 
the contract. 

Sulzer said he sent the telegram be- 
cause he had been told by George H. 
McGuire of Syracuse that there wus 
danger that Stewart’s bids would be 
thrown out and that this would be a 
great injustice. 

Told Him He Was “Butting In.” 
For having requested the Canal Boar'‘l 
to defer action in the matter, Murphy 
summoned him, Sulzer said, and toi 
him that he was ‘“‘butting in where he 
did not belong,” and that he was bt 
“beginning right as Governor.”’ 

‘“‘McGuire said Stewart's bid was thou- 
sands of dollars. lower than any other 
and I thought it was my duty,’ said 
the witness, “as Governor-elect to re- 
quest the board to defer action.” 

He sent the telegram on Dec. 19, and 
the next day, he said, John H. Delaney, 
now Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Efficiency at Albany, came to see him 
at his office. 

‘‘He seemed very much perturbed,’’ 
continued Sulzer. ‘‘He said: ‘My God, 
what have you done? You have spilled 
the beans. The chief is all worked ‘ip 
about it.’

“He said: ‘You sent a telegram ves- 
terday and it has angered the chief. l’in 
afraid it’s all off between you. Now 
he wants to see you.’

“The new’ act places Japanese on @ 
different footing from other aliens, and 
the main point in dispute between the 
two countries has been the discrimi- 
natory treatment resulting from this act. 
In view of the situation which prevailed 
in California, the Imperial Government 
thought’ it necessary to call special at- 
tention of the new administration to the 
matter, and instructed our Ambassador 
to seek an interview which was given 
by the new President. on March 6, the 
first opportunity presented immediately 
after his inauguration. 

“In the interview the Ambassador 
earnestly requested, under instructions 
of his Government, that the new ex- 
ecutive would, considering the friendly 
relations of the two nations, take proper 
steps and make best efforts to stop the 
threatened legislation of the alien land 
ownership bill. 

“The President thanked the Ambassa- 
dor for the representation thus- made, 
and stated that, although the Federal 
Government could not interfere with 
rights reserved to several states of the 
Union, he would not hesitate to use the 
best possible efforts so as to. realize 
the bya. of the Imperial Government. 


Matter Presented to Bryan. 
“On March 13 the same assurance was 


elicited by the Ambassador from Mr. 
Bryan, Secretary of State. In Califor- 
nia also our consul used his best ef- 
forts in accordance with our instruc- 
tions. The San Francisco (Panama- 
Pacific) Exposition, and a considerable 
number of the chambers of commerce 
and other influential bodies, opposed 
such anti-Japanese legislation. Similar 
views were also freely expressed in the 
press. 

“Meantime no smdll number of Amer- 
icans who hold due regard for justice 
and international good relations, vol- 
unteered their hearty co-operation with 
the Japanese in utilizing all means to 
bring the question to a satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

“However, the situation changed rap- 
idly and the passage of the anti-Japa- 
nese bill seemed to be more assured. 
Then Viscount Chinda, unddr instruc- 
tions from the Imperial Government 
had an interview with the Secretary of 
State on April 12, and one with the 
President on April 15. In both inter- 
views, the Ambassador reiterated that 
the Imperial Government having in 
view the honor of the nation, could not 
Lut attach great importance to the ques- 
tion and asked the President and the 
Secretary of State that more efforts 
be made to prevent the passage of the 
bil! then pending. 

State Rights Complicate Case. 

“To this, both the President and the 
Secretary of State responded that they 
fully appreciated the wish of the Japa- 
nese Government and that although: the 
fact that right to grant land owner-| 
ship lay entirely within the jurisdic-| 
tion of the State, would make the solu- 
tion of the situation difficult, the 
American Government was determined 
to use all means at its command to 
Lring about a solution. Both requested 
the Ambassador to make the attitude of | 
their Government well understood i7 
his Government. 

“On April 18 the President directed the 
Secretary of State to telegraph to the 
Governor of California, advising him to 
change the terms of the bill and not to 
use the formula of ‘eligibility to citizen- 
ship’ for the purpose of drawing a dis- 
tinction in the matter of enjoyment wf 
rights. More telegrams followed this 
from the President on April 22 and May 
1, and from the Secretary of State on 
May 11 to the Governor. 


*““Meanwhile the Ambassador heid sev- 
eral interviews with the Secretary o”% 
State and, explaining repeatedly that the 
bill was contrary to the principle and 
spirit of the treaty, endeavored to cause 
the contention of the imperial Govern- 
ment to be fully appreciated by the 
American Government and urged that 
no such enactment producing a discrim- 
inatory effect against Japanese should 
be passed. 

“The President then decided to send 
the Secretary of State to California, 
and the latter reached the State capital 
on April 2. He appeared in joint ses- 
sions of the two houses of the Legis- 
lature to explain personally the request 
of the Federal Government and to pre- 
sent the Government's suggestions. 


‘Despite all available efforts used by 
the Secretary of State to make the 
legislation less objectionable the Gov- 
ernor and members of the Legislature, 
who supported him, strictly adhered to 
the principle’ that the rights of the 
State must not be interfered with and 
the bill was finally passed. 

Japan Files First Protest. 

“Upon the passage of the land bill, the 
Imperial Government instructed its Am- 
bassador to hand, on May 10, to the file 
with the Secretary of State its first pro- 
test. On May li the Secretary of State 
wired, by order of the President, to the 
Governor of California, apprising him of 
the receipt of the protest from the Japa- 
nese Government and expressed the will- 
ingness of the President to use his good 
effices through diplomatic means to 
bring about the desired solution of the 
alien land ownership problem. 


‘The intention of the President seemrd 
to induce the Governor to reconsider the 
matter and to refrain from signing the 
bill, but the Governor telegeephed back 
tc the President pointing owt the urgen- 
ey which called for the legislation in 
question.and expressing the opinion that 
the measure was not in violation of the 
treaty. He signed the bill on May 19. 

‘Upon receipt of the. information that 
the bill had become law, the Secretary 
of State handed to Viscount Chinda a 
reply to the protest of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment. The reply began by recording 
the fact that efforts had been made 
to the fullest extent by the United 
States Government to prevent the legis- 
lation, expressing regret as to its final 
enactment, then went onto state em- 
phatically that the enactment was pure-

PRISONER 
N FROM JAIL 
‘BY O'SHAUGHNESS 


Deputy Is Smuggled Out of 
Capital and Sent to 
Vera Cruz. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 22.—Jorge Vere 
Estahol, one of the 110 deputies thrown 
into ‘jail by President Huerta last Oc- 
tober, was smuggled out of town last 
night by Nelson O’Shaughnessy, Ameri- 
can Charge de’ Affaires, and sent safely 


on his way to Vera Cruz. 
Estanol is a prominent attorney, and 


bwas Minister of Public Instruction in 


the late President Madero’s Cabinet. He 
was released from the penitentlary by 
court erder. 

Estanol and his friends, believing 
that his life was in danger, appealed 
to Mr. O'Shaughnessy who secured a 
private car and with great secrecy put 
Estanol on board. The car was then 
attached to the regular train for Vera 
Cruz, from which port it is assumed 
Estanol will sail at once. 

Rumors had been current in the 
Federal capital for the last two days 
that Estanoi and Rodolfo Reyes, for- 
merely provisional Minister of Jus- 
tice had been secretly executed. ° 
The latter, however, is still in the 
penitentiary.

McDONALD IDENTIFIED 


Former Police* Sergeant Re- 
pudiates Statement He Was 
Attacked by Felix McAdams.

Now he repudiates that statement. 

The police are unable to determine 

what credence to attach, to Lally’s state- 

ments, and are inclined to let the case 
drop. Both McAdams and McDonald 
are out on common law bonds. No in- 
formation has been issued against Mc- 

Adams. 

McAdams says Lally was just as much 

mistaken when he said he arrested him 

for grand larcenry or robbery. The 
records bear out McAdams’ statement.

WOMEN SHARE IN 
Tne $10,000.00 
GUT UP BY FORD 


Is_ Increased Despite 
Statement That They Would 
Not Participate in: Profits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Mich., Jan, 22.-The women 
in the emplov of the Ford Motor Co, 
have come to the conclusionsthat they 
must be ‘‘economic factors,’ after all, 
in spite of what Ford said when he an- 
nounced that they would not share in 
the $10,000,000 melon he intended to cut 


up for those who make Ford cars. 
They received their first pay last nignt 
under the new order of things. Many 
of them found that their rate of wages 
had been doubled, while the others ha 
received increases that almost doubled 
their former remuneration.. They were 
much surprised, as well as overjoyed. 
There are nearly 700 women in the va- 
rious departments. About one-third of 
them work in the offices, the remainder 
in: various departments of the plant ia 
which heavy labor is not required. 
Officers of the company are reticent 
about telling how the new scale of 
wages for women was worked out. It 
is believed -that there: is’ a minimum 
wage scale, but even that much infor- 
mation is withheld from the public. 
Some of the girls revealed the size «i 
their pay increase today. It was at the 
rate of $3 per day from the date on 
which the new plan went into oper- 
ation. This leads to an estimate that 
the minimum pay for women and girls 
now is about the same as formerly fixed 
for the men, $2.34 per day.

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AVIATOR HAMILTON P 
DIES AFTER MANY 
NARROW ESCAPES 


Internal Hemorrhage Causes 
End, Following Illness and 
Nervous Breakdown. 


By Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Charles K. 
Hamilton, 28 years old,‘ who’ gained 
fame as an aviator by flying from New 
York to Philadelphia and return, died 
Suddenly today at his home’ in this city. 

His wife was aroused by Hamilton's 
groaning and she hurriedly summoned a 
physician, but the aviator was dead be- 
fore the doctor reached the house. Tie 
Cause of death was internal hemor- 
rhage. 

Aviator’s First Flight Was 
of a Kite. * 

NEW BRITAIN, Conn., Jan. 22.— 
Charles’ K. Hamilton, a native of this 
city, did his first flying when, attached 
to the tail of a kite,’ he was drawn by 
a boat.over the North River, N. Y. This 
was.on the occasion of a visit to that 
city of Prince Henry of Prussia in 1902. 
our years later he made ascensions 
in‘a dirigible balloon at Coney Island, 
1909 took in the West his first 
flight in an aeroplane. 

‘Subsequently he made flights in vari- 
ous quarters of the globe, toured China 
and Japan, and following a flight in the 
latter country was received by the Mi- 
kado. He was associated with the In- 
ternational Aviators, composed of sev- 
eral daring spirits, who came to grief 
when their funds gave out in Mexico. 
Hamilton was thrown into prison incom- 
municado, but obtained his. release vy 
bribing his jailer. 

During his career Hamilton had brok- 
en nearly every bone in his body. Por 
the last two years he -wore a silver 
plate in his head as the result of a fail 
in Pennsylvania, when he fractured his 
skull,

‘BLOCKING BRIDGE COMPLETION. 
Since Nov. 21 the Legislation Committee of the 
House of Delegates, of which John R. McCarthy 
is chairman, has held up the Hines Council bill 
providing for the submission to the voters of a 
bond issue for $2,750,000 to complete the free 
1 bees ! 

The bond submission bill has passed the Coun- 
cil And awaits the action of the House. A ma- 
jority of the House members have assured the 
Post-Dispatch that they will vote for the bill if it 
is reported to the House. : 

The only obstacle to the adoption of the 
bond bill and the submission to the voters of 
the bond proposal, which may result in the 
rapid completion of the bridge, is the refusal 
of Delegate ree to report the bill for 
action. 

Delegate McCarthy opposes the Council bond 
bill. He favors the A. & M. approach, which, if 
built by the city, will require a bond issue $1,450 - 
000 greater than that provided for in the Hines 
If built by contract. it will cost 
$7,000,000. We do not question Mr. McCarthy's 
right to oppose or favor any measure he chooses, 
but we do question his right to deprive the House 
of Delegates of the right to vote upon measures 
sent to his committee; we do question his right 
to override a majority of the House of Delegates 
and block action on the free bridge. 

Since Oct. 17, the Hines bill, amending the 
Southern Traction loop franchise by reducing its 
life from 50 to 25 years and giving the city an 
option to purchase after 10 years, has been held 
up by the Council Railroads Committee, of which 
Henry Rower is chairman. 

A poll of the members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly shows a majority for the Hines bill in both 
the Council and the House. Councilman Rower, 
who is a friend of Jeptha Howe, gives as an ex- 
euse for holding up the bill that he wants to 
learn whether or not the Southern Traction Co. 
will accept the amendment. 

The reason is insufficient. We do not question 
Mr. Rower’s right to vote as lke sees fit on this 
bill, but we do question his right to deprive .aoe 
Council of the right to vote «n the measure for 


: personal reason, a personal promise or for any 


reason. We deny his right to hold up the bill and 
thus block action on a measure, the adoption of 
which would remove the last popular objection to 
a bridge bond issue. 

The inaction of Chairmen McCarthy and Rower 
illustrates the evils of the committee system as 
it has been conducted in the Municipal Assembly. 
Chairmen of committees assume to exercise 
despotic power over legislation by “holding up” 
bills, 

Mr. McCarthy has a splendid opportunity to 
add greatly to his record of public service and 
to take the leadership in bridge building by 
reporting out the bond bill. Mr. Rower can 
prove his disinterested fidelity to public interest 
by reporting out the Hines amendment bill. But 
if these men refuse to act, what then? 

Will the House of Delegates submit to paralysis 
in bridge completion by the further holding up 
of the Hines council bill? 

Will the Council and House submit to forced in- 
action on the Southern Traction loop franchise 
by the further holding up of the Hines bill? 

Will the people of St. Louis submit to the 
blocking of bridge completion by two members of 
the Municipal Assembly?

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REGIONAL BANK TERRITORY. 

Any other assumption than that St. Louis will 
be made the seat of one of the new regional 
banks is of course incredible. The only point on 
which doubt may be supposed to exist is the pre- 
cise extent of territory to be attached to this city 
in the creation of its Federal reserve district. 

Territory roughly delimited by St. Louisans as 
forming a compact and convenient district in- 
cludes from 12 to 15 per cent of the total wealth 
of the country. It seems an equitable apportion- 
ment under a scheme providing for not less than 
eight and not more than 12 regional banks. 

This territory has 5393 banks already united 
to this city by more or less intimate rela- 
tions. Of these, 1483 are national banks, all 
eligible to become “member banks” under the 
new system, having a total capital of $262,708,000. 
Six per cent ofthis would give $15,762,000 as the 
minimum capital of St. Louis’ regional bank. In 
addition there are 4910 State banks, of which 1806 
are also eligible, with a total capital only a little 
less than that of the 1483 national banks. With 
the co-operation on the part of State banks that 
can be reasonably expected, the regional bank 
here could begin business with a capital of from 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000, one-half paid in. 

Noebank has failed in St. Louis in 25 years. 
Every $100 of banking déposits in St. Louis is 
backed by $25 invested in banking capital. In 
the territory suggested for the proposed district, 
St. Loufs banks have $246,434,000 in outstanding 
loans. A very large percentage of the forvign 
exchange business of the country originates in 
this territory. St. Louis is the convenient point 
from which to finance the handling of the crops, 
including the enormous movement of cotton 
abroad. 

One of. the purposes of the regional banks is 
tc serve as a-clearing house in wide extents of 
torritory. The St. Louis. district*should be so 
mapped as to give the territory doing business 
with us the clearing facilities of its regional 
bank.

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LONDON’S CONCEPTION OF LINOOLN. 

Donald Smith, known in his later years as Lord 
Strathcona and: Mount Royal, is compared by the 
London press to Abraham Lincoln. 

The parallel between the careers of these two 
men whose early life was cast in undeveloped ter- 
ritory will instantly be recognized as most strik- 
ing. Mr. Lincoln’s remarkable business sense 
which made it difficult for any known natural re- 
source of a new country to escape exploitation at 
his hands is exhaustively treated of in history. 
As a mining and railroad magnate—in short as 
the Strathcona of 1809-1865—Mr. Lincoln was one 
of the most successful of the generation to which 
he belonged. His place among typical plutocrata 
of his time who devoted half their life to great 
gains and the remainder to the-stock ticker and 
distribution of largess to the ameliorative enter. 
prises of philanthropy is an assured one. 

Of course, as in thé case of all strong charac- 
ters when comparisons are attempted, points of 
sharp contrast as well as resemblance are found 
If the London press had as appreciative an un- 
derstanding of Lincoln’s true quality as of that 
of Strathcona, they might have thought it happier 
to compare the latter to some former Califortia 
millionaires as well known on:‘the Stock Ex- 
change as in public life, or to contemporary mag- 
nates in the American industrial field—not to 
Lincoln. 
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,BLAME NOT THE CITY. 
Secretaries McAdoo and Houston are respect- 
fully advised that the morning paper which 
used a 77-year-old map, showing Indian Terri- 
tory as a separate political subdivision, to

BILLBOARDS AS SHELTER.

toccata and fugue by Mr. A. I. Epstein, 
the organist of the occasion, included 
Geunod’s musical enshrining of Tenny- 
son’s “‘Ring Out, Wild Bells,” the Pia- 
rate Filii from Carissimi’s ‘‘Jephtha,”’ 
Calcott’s “Go, Lovely Rose,’ Elgar's 
tonal setting of Longfellow’s “Spanish 
Serenade,’’ Gevaert’s “Sleep of the Child 
Jesus,”” and the Tu es Petrus from 
Liszt’s “‘Christus’’—these numbers. con- 
stituting the first half of the evening’s 
unusual entertainment—and, as the most 
ambitious offering of the night, Col- 
erldge-Taylor’s finely dramatic must- 
cal framing of Longfellow’s ‘‘Death of 
Minnehaha,” in which the American 
poet tells such a bleakly heart-breakinzg 
story of aboriginal love, overwhelming 
elemental hardship and ultimate 
tragedy. 

The big success of the performance 
was attained in this latter composition. 

Of the lesser essayals that preceded 
it, the two worthiest -in achievement 
were encountered in the Gounod-Tenny- 
son “Ring Out, Wild Bells,” and in 
Gevaert’s reverentially beautiful ‘Sleep 
of the Child Jesus,’’ both being dis- 
tinctly impressive iv presentation. There

Rohland@’s training here qualified as a 
singing force of undeniable merit. 

The story told by the chanted lines of 
Longfellow’s poem, admirably rein- 
forced by Coleridge-Taylor’s music, was 
vitally realized, and there were several 
moments when the Sheldon auditorium 
was thrilled with as moving a yolume 
of song as one might wish, to hear. 

The dcompetzncy of the choir was un- 
brokenly sustained in this number, 
thanks to a loss of the: self-conscious- 
ness apparent in the evening's earlier 
endeavor, and the night reached its 
close with so impressive a voicing of 
Hiawatha’s cry, across the Great Di- 
vide, to his dead Minnehaha, this being 
sounded by Baritone Spahn and softly 
echoed by the choir, that the truth of 
artistic triumph , may not fairly be 
doubted.
